Plays  at  BYU 

The  Utah  State  Symphony  Or- 
chestra under  the  direction  of  Ser- 
geant Hans  Hcnoit  played  a con- 
cert to  a packed  house  Tuesday 
evening,  December  7,  in  the  Jos- 
eph Smith  auditorium.  The  concert 
was  given  through  the  sponsorship 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Mu- 
sicians, James  C.  Petrillo.  presi- 
dent, and  the  Provo  appearance 
was  made  possible  largely  through 
the  efforts  of  Dean  Herald  R. 
Clark  and  Professor  LeRoy  J.  Ro- 
bertson. 

During  the  concert  the  audience 
was  very  responsive,  and  its  en- 
thu.siasm  for  the  orchestra's^  ply- 
ing was  quite,  apparent  by  its  in- 
stanta'neoifs  applause..  The  accous- 
tics  of  the  Joseph  Smith  auditor- 
ium are  excellent  for  such  con- 
certs as  this  O'ne. 

The  State  Symphony  Orchestra 
was  organized  in  Salt  Lake  City 
three  years  a'go  with  Hans  Henoit 
as  its  permanent  conductor.  Since 
its  organization  the  orchestra  has 
played  several  concerts  during  its 
regular  season  both  for  the  general 
public  and  the  various  schools  in 
the  vicinity  of  Salt  Lake  City.  It 
has  also  given  Sunset  concerts 
during  the  summer  months. 

The  Provo  concert  was  one  of 
several  which  are  being  given 
throughout  the  country  by  major 
orchestras  at  the  request  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States  as 
part  of  the  war  effort  to  build  up 
the  morale  of  the  country.
